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POWER MOWERS 
COME OF AGE

ime was when a shiny quarter pressed in the palm of the neighbor's 

boy and an old hand mower in the garage were an unbeatable com 
bination for keeping the lawn trimmed. The progress of industry—not 
to mention the enlightened wage demands of recent years—has oblit 
erated that picture almost to invisibility. The chief factor in this change 
is the emergence of the power lawn mower at a price homemakers can 
pay. Records show that during the year 1953 more than a million and 
a half power mowers were sold, and the trend is growing. The reasons 
are obvious. The power mower trims a lawn in a fraction of the time 
required by the hand mower and usually does a far better job. The av 
erage 60-x-100-foot plot demands five to eight hours of labor a week to 
keep properly groomed if a hand mower is used. The power mower 
chops this time in half and, in the process, eliminates most of the phys 
cal effort 


An expense in terms of your time and effort, a power mower 
pays for itself over a relatively short period of time. Of the several 
types, which is best? There is no answer to that, because each type has 
certain advantages and disadvantages. One decision that will have to 
be made concerns the power source. Power mowers operate either 


gasoline or electricity. Electrically powered mowers are quieter. start 


instantly, and are less expensive in initial cost. Their greatest draw 
back is the necessity of being “leashed” to the power source by a cord

REEL-TYPE POWER MOWERS are similar in cutting action 
to the conventional hand mower, and unlike most rotary mowers 
they are self-propelled. Once the motor is started, mower needs 
merely to be guided.

TWO AMATEURS STEAL 
A LEAF FROM 
THE BUILDERS’ BOOK 


For every house successfully built by a young 

family’s own hands, there is usually another which 

dies a-borning because the owners found when they 

got down to brass tacks that the project was beyond 

their efforts. Among the reasons for failure is the 

time factor: with only evenings and week ends to 

work, it is easy to get hopele ssly bogged down and 

many families are living in the basement of what 

as to have been their dream house. Degree of 

skill with tools is important: there is more at stake 

than picking up hammer and saw. And the ever- 

present problem of finances is a vital consideration 

Success comes with advance study, balancing out 

the factors involved and then proceeding. The story of Don and Charlotte Altman's 
house in Bellevue, Washington, is a case in point. Since they both worked, the time 
factor was the bugaboo in their project until they took a cue from the prefabricated 
home builders. Charlotte designed a simple, T-shaped plan and Don tailored it to fit 
a four-foot module. They found an empty shed for rent near their apartment which 


could be used as a workshop, and in the evenings there, Don built 4’ x 8’ framing 
panels of 2 x 4s, sheathed with plywood, and Charlotte finished them with either 
paint or stain. During week ends at the site, they built the platform, on which the living 
room unit sets, from lumber cut to size. The other units were fabricated in the shed 
and trucked out for quick setting up. When the house was complete enough to be 
lived in with comfort, the Altmans, moving in, passed the plumber moving out. It had 
been just fourteen months from the time they started planning until moving day. 
Once settled, they turned their attention to the interior and exterior finishing de- 
tails. They set on a simple color scheme—yellow, orange, terra cotta, and green 

colors which they felt would spark most strongly at night when they were at home, 
and adhered to them strictly not only inside the house but on the exterior also; 
their landscape plan implemented the same color scheme. Charlotte and Don 
have by no means finished the project; the fireplace is still lacking although the 
hearth is in place; they plan the addition of another bedroom and maybe a 
studio. The house has aroused considerable interest because it is unusual in 
design, construction methods and some of the materials—features which cannot 
always be afforded with hired labor and conventional financing. Because material 
costs were spread over a fairly long period, they were able, from current in- 


come and accumulated savings, to handle the total building cost—$10,000.

s far as we know, primitive man lived in a cave simply 
because he didn’t know how to build a house. It was 

still his castle, however, and once inside, he took great 
pains, by painting and carving the walls, to establish the 
fact that his was the dwelling of a man of taste. In the 
intervening eras, Homo sapiens has managed to progress 
somewhat. We now know how to build a house, and we are 
still intent on making it look, inside and out, as distinctive 
as we know how. If we can’t do it ourselves, we have the 
architect, the builder, and the decorator to help us. It is 
the ultimate effect that matters and, as an illustration, the 
following pages are devoted to two houses, both small, 
both part of developments, and both bearing a stamp of 
individuality attained in a different way. The first is an 
example of what a thoughtful builder can do to banish 
visual monotony.

he life of an artist today is not quite what it was when 
7 was called, with a certain degree of envy, La Vie 
Bohéme. The attic studio has been exchanged for a house 
and lot, and perhaps the only difference between the artist 
and the average man is that the artist works a little harder. 
There could be no better example than Jan Stussy and his 
wife, Kim. Jan is an assistant professor of art at UCLA; 
Kim is a sculptress. For three years they lived and worked 
in a two-room garage apartment for which they paid $61 
a month. A 10’ x 10’ bedroom served as a studio, and 
they slept on a wall-bed in the living room. Painting and 
sculpturing constantly, their work accumulated to the 
point where there was no longer room even to lower the 
bed, and they knew that they must move. After some 
hesitancy (having the rugged individualism of the artist), 
they bought a $10,750 San Fernando Valley development 
house with the pleasant monthly payment of one dollar 
less than their former rent. Designed by Edward Fickett, 
\.LA., and built by Ray Hommes, it is a pleasant, low- 
roofed structure set on a 86’ x 110’ lot. To the Stussys it 
became a home, a studio, and a gallery for exhibitions of 
their respective work. They refurbished old pieces of fur- 
niture, built new ones, and with the artist’s feeling for 
form, color and texture, used their own paintings and 
sculpture as a decorative background. The result is a 
ready-built house transformed by the unmistakable 
touch of the imaginative mind and the creative hand 


at work: both invaluable sources of individuality.

GEOMETRICALLY DESIGNED GARDEN is a checkerboard pattern of 10-foot 
squares. Completely fenced, the area measures 80’ x 50’, and is actually a conglom 
erate of 40 little gardens, each treated differently. As they acquired ideas and 
materials, Jan and Kim used plants, bricks, gravel, and sculpture to give each 
square the textural interest of a mosaic. Cacti and driftwood line the entrance walk 
(left) to form a double pattern, one real, the other shadowed on the white stucco 
wall of the house. Walk is painted (durable concrete paint) in random diamonds 
of black, gray, and white, a harlequin pattern repeated in black and gray on the 
floor of a small sheltered terrace (below) adjacent to the dining room and kitchen 
and used for outdoor dining.

MOTOR COACH

years ago before we made comparisons with the way they lived 
in Mexico twenty-five hundred years ago. Having at last made 
up our minds what we wanted to see and convinced that we were 
both babes in the wood when it came to figuring out timetables 
John went one Saturday afternoon to the Trailways Travel 
Bureau and | went to the Greyhound Travel Bureau to have 
them figure out the exact route and stopping places for us. Of 
course we came home with the same discoveries: both com 
panies had 22-day planned tours already worked out, both 
would make hotel reservations for us if we gave them time; a 
round-trip ticket to Mexico City, with reasonable variations in 
routings, was from New York City, $91.69, from Chicago 


$70.62. both including the tax 


W. discarded the idea of taking a package tour. Greyhound's 
was $220.75 per person, Trailways’, $307.50—with the tax—but 
without meals en route or tips. Greyhound called for four nights 
on the bus; Trailways put their passengers in hotels every 
night. Both included some local sightseeing en route and six 
days in Mexico with some meals. Our $500 would be gone with 
scarcely a bite to eat. and $500 was what we had to spend. We 
finally decided that if we didn’t dine at the most expensive restau 
rants, we could manage on an aver 
age of $6 a day for a double room 
and go more for food and inet 
dentals. When we'd get to Mexico 
City we would take local buses 
not package tours. Everyone who 
had spent any time in Mexico said 
they were great fun and gave us all 
sorts of tips. Our two round-trip 
fares, plus nineteen nights in hotels 
meals and incidentals for twenty 
two days would come to $507.02 
We were sure we could make up 
the $7 by eating oranges and drink

warned us against the water and 














food on this leg of the trip.) John said he would donate the two 
cents. We got our tourist cards at the Mexican consulate—$3.01 
each—and then went back to the bus bureau to get our tickets 
The Williamsburg side trip set us back an extra $4.62. That cut 
down our food allowance for another day but John manfully 
handed over $188. We also asked the bus bureau to make 
reservations on the way down for John and me and, from New 
Orleans on, for Peter and Peggy. too. We made our own reserva 
tions in Mexico City at the Maria Cristina instead of at the big 


popular tourist hotel, the Geneva 


The Maria Cristina is small and inexpensive. Double rooms 
run from $3 to $6 and since the hotel has a wonderful reputa 
tion. it is difficult to get reservations. John wrote and we got two 
rooms for about $5 each. Of course. evervthing is paid in pesos 
which are now about 11.62 to a dollar. We both had to be 


weinated against smallpox as our certificates were more than 





three years old—another $10 out of our budget. We put $250 
into travelers’ checks, begrudging the cost--$1.88—but it 
ceemed the only sensible thing to do. John picked up a copy of 
Esta Semana at the Mexican Government Tourist Office. and 
a map at the Esso Touring Service so we could follow our 
route. Esso maps also have notes on the important places of in 
terest. Clothes were the least of our problems. John wore his 
tropical worsted suit and beloved Dacron shirt. | wore a gray 
butcher-linen one-piece dress with a full skirt and my melon 
colored wool topcoat: no hat. We packed a navy blue suit

money to go to one night club in Mexico. We both wore cool san 
dals en route and carried two extra pairs of shoes each; comfort 
ible walking shoes (mine with closed heels and toes) and a pair 
for after dark. These we packed in a soft canvas bag along with 
our toilet articles which included one large box of facial tissue 


rhe rest of our clothes went in one suitcase. 


A. last the fateful day in June arrived and we were on our 
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way. Our fellow passengers were more interesting than most of 
the scenery between New York and Washington, though summer 
was bursting out all over the farther south we went, and the 
trees in Maryland were lovely. The passengers were a varied 
assortment of young. middle-aged. and old. We all seemed to 
be traveling for different reasons, but two things we had in 
common: no one was In a hurry, and none of us was a mil- 
lionaire. We arrived in Williamsburg, but by the time we had 
freshened up. it was too late to go to the Inn for the Sunday 
night buffet, so we ate at the Lodge where we were staying and 
then went over to listen to the Negro spirituals. It was the per- 
fect introduction to a fast-vanishing South. and we went to 
sleep with their voices ringing in our ears. The next morning 
we were up early and got the first bus around the town. I loved 
it all and longed for a house filled with Williamsburg reproduc 


tions. We really saw most of the town before we left after lunch 


Ti. ride south to Mobile is a blurred memory of flat tidelands, 
foothills. dozens of motor courts on the edge of every city. and 
a blue haze of mountains to the west From Mobile to New 
Orleans we followed the Gulf of Mexico under moss-hung oaks 
with shrimp fleets and sailboats flecking the blue waters. We 
reached New Orleans on a blazing hot day about mid-afternoon 
and dived into our air-conditioned hotel and a shower as fast 
as we could get there. This was the first real break in our trip 
two whole nights in one place—so we didn’t have to hurry. 
When the sun was a little lower we went over to the French 
market for a “poor boy” sandwich and to Solari’s for pecan pie 
saving our money for dinner the next day at Galatoire’s 
Saturday we explored the Vieux Carré which is surprisingly 
small, took a streetcar to, of all things. the old French ceme- 
tery. (Streetcar tracks run between flower beds.) We went back 
to Solari’s for lunch. mostly so that we could watch people point 
at what they wanted through glass cases—and because the food 
is so good. Then we visited the International Trade Mart. New 
Orleans’ contribution to world trade and brotherly love. Finally 
we came back to the hotel to cool off before we went out to 
dinner. then met Peter and Peggy at the bus station. They were 
really none the worse for their day and night on the bus. but 
we all turned in early as we were to leave the next morning for

= New Orleans on. our only ambition was to get to Mexico 
City as quickly as possible. but we did take time out in San 
Antonio to get a good night's rest before we tackled the long 
ride down. and to see a bit of the city. It is charming. We 
walked along the river to their lovely outdoor theater (the 
stage on one side and the seats on the other), saw La Villita. 
a reconstruction of the original Spanish village, and of course, 
the Alamo. There is no getting away from it: the ride down 
through Mexico is tough.

EXTERIOR DECORATION 
ANSWERS A SPACE 





he day has long since passed when a plot was used merely as a 
setting for your house. With most homes bursting at the seams under 
the living demands of families, every spark of intelligence points to the 
yard as a source of extra living space. The question is not whether a plot 
should be utilized, but how. The first step is to put out of mind photographs 
of elaborate gardens and seemingly endless terraces. They serve only to 
give you an inferiority complex about your own modest back yard and 
they certainly have little application to your living problems. Secondly, if 
you're laboring under the delusion that outdoor living consists of a pile 
of bricks in the shape of a barbecue pit, you can dispense with that con ept, 
too. Portable barbecue equipment has rendered it obsolete. Outdoor living 
today means living, dining, entertaining, and playing out of doors for as 
much of the year as is comfortable in your region. It means creating 
definite areas for each of these activities, each area planned in terms of 
the furniture and other equipment needed to make it comfortable and effec 
tive. Stylish outdoor furniture has been developed for all these pursuits 
It comes in a wide range of prices and with attractive, practical up 
holstery. Its investment value is doubled because much of it can serve 
equally well in multipurpose rooms, eliminating the off-season storage 
bugaboo. Make a long-range plan and implement it as you have time and 
money. To help you, we show here five outdoor living plans developed 
by Eckbo, Royston and Williams, famous landscape architects. Their 
sketches are full of practical ideas because they think in terms of living 
areas when they plan a plot; all of the plots are average size; all of the 
schemes can be accomplished by homeowners themselves. We asked five 
of the country’s leading decorators to plan exterior decoration for the 
plots. Each worked predominately with one type of furniture—steel, alumi 
num, wrought iron, wood or rattan. The results of this happy collaboration 


are, we think, full of workable suggestions for your own outdoor living

The enclosure formed by right-angled walls of this home has 
been dramatized in developing an almost square plot. Against 
a background of coral walls and beige trim, white painted 
steel furniture groupings have followed the lead of the land- 
scaping plan: dining terrace is plac ed near entrance to the 
house, on a flagstone pavement which cuts across the plot 
diagonally, increasing the area’s apparent width. The living 
section, where there is less sustained traffic, has been located 
on the grass. Armless lounge chairs and spring base chairs 
are upholstered in a white weatherproof plastic covering. The 
deep roof overhang offers partial protection to activities near 
the house; the aluminum umbrella can be moved about as 


needed, its base driven into the ground. The garden light can

Landscape architect Garrett Eckbo strives for a unified 
effect so that an observer viewing a garden receives an 
over-all impression rather than remembering individual 
elements. In this case the impression is one of a large 
flowing space—a free-form lawn section interspersed with 
trees and shrubs and bordered by asphalt paving. De 
signed for children’s play, it aptly suited Dora Brahms’ 
theory: she implemented the plan with sturdy wood furni- 
ture, in some cases scaled-down replicas of similar adult 
pieces. Children’s outdoor dining table can be moved 
about like a wheelbarrow, and the glider-settee, sandbox, 
and gym are outdoor companions during the greater part 
of the year. Parents have their own alfresco relaxation and 
dining spots on a raised terrace with a commanding view 
of the play scene. The redwood and iron dining table and 
benches and redwood lounge chairs are handsome addi- 


tions to a multipurpose room indoors during the winter.

C. Eugene Stephenson, AL.D., believes

Disorder and informality are two quite different things, as 
decorator C. Eugene Stephenson is quick to point out: his 
outdoor plan, while eminently livable, is nonetheless con- 
trolled. The geometric pattern created by redwood-defined 
squares of concrete has been underscored by a precise ar 

rangement of outdoor furniture. Aluminum cots interlaced 
with plastic webbing are topped with mattresses which roll 
up and are stored in the base of the square concrete planter 

The cots themselves, like the webbed lounge chairs, are im 
pervious to rain, carrying out the decorator’s conviction 
that outdoor living must be practical. Rushing to get things 
under cover at the approach of every squall is apt, he feels, 
to take away much of summer’s pleasure. C. Eugene Steph- 
enson recommends that only one or two colors be used in 
order not to conflict with nature. He has chosen peacock 
blue (mattresses, canvas draperies) and chartreuse (dining 
chairs). The woven fence he painted white, believing it to be 


one of the most flattering backgrounds for outdoor living.

Here is an example of limited yard space being organized to of- 
fer quite varied use. Where no terrace existed, a concrete one was 
built at the side of the house and extended to the property line, 
the roof line being brought out to shelter part of it. A drop in 
terrain was utilized to give a distinct and separate outdoor relax- 
ation spot, reached by a short flight of stairs. In the exterior 
decoration plan, William Pahlmann drew these activities to- 
gether by adroit use of color and of the same furniture—wrought 
iron. For the open-air group (below), he chose wicker and iron 
armchairs and lounge chairs of wrought iron which simulates 
bamboo. The sofas on the porch are part of the same bamboolike 
group. Chair seats of the dining group alternate the basic colors 
of the scheme; benches in these colors and in bright accents 
stand out dramatically against the white-painted, close-woven 
picket fence. Texture was a consideration in all landscaping 
plans: pebbly concrete raised terrace and rounds at the lower 


level, fences, planters, and plant materials afford strong pattern.

ompromise being a stern taskmaster, many young people 
have to do things they don’t like, for the sheer expedience of paying 
the landlord and the grocer. Two years ago, Ralph Buesing was 
studying business administration by night and selling insurance 
by day, wishing all the while that he could be practicing horticul 
ture. His wife, Corinne, keeping house in a converted army 
barracks, longed for a home of their own. Then unexpectedly one 
day, they came across a property that seemed to solve their prob- 
lems in one fell swoop. In New City, New York, a greenhouse with 
several attached buildings and seven and a half acres were for 
sale, including the remnants of a thriving geranium business. The 
price was right—$7,500; by their own efforts and with help 
from both their fathers, they felt they could remodel the buildings 
into a place where they could work efficiently and live comfortably 
And most important, Ralph saw a golden opportunity of entering 
the field of horticulture professionally. A bargain was struck and 
the Buesings moved in and set to work. A large work-shed was 
turned into two rooms, a dining kitchen and a living room. A 
smaller greenhouse had been used as a potting room; the glazing 
was ripped down and the structure enclosed to afford two bedrooms 
and a bath. The hot water heating system of the greenhouse was 


continued to warm their home, too. Remodeling took two years, 


cost about $3,000. In decorating, the couple took advantage of the year-round prox 


imity of foliage and flowers, chose colorseto-blend with their geraniums. When it 
came to looking for furniture, they picked sturdy pieces with durable upholstery 
which would let them move back and forth freely between work and _ relaxation.

of the soufflé, with its infinite variety, .is yours. Here is a concoction 
worthy of all the time you can devote to it, even though your fi 
reaction may be one of apprehension. You think you know 
about souffiés: they either don’t rise, or if they do, they fall, 
their temperament has no place in your kitchen. All this is 
only to the easily frightened, and there was never a coward 
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It is a light, hot, puffy dish composed of egg yolks, a cream sauce, 
and an essence folded gently into stiffly beaten egg whites. There 
is surely nothing formidable about that, What are its virtues? It is 
one of the most delicious things to eat ever devised by the French, 
to whom food is both a science and a passion. It is economical, 
it can be made of leftovers, and it is still, and ironically, impressive. 
It is an ideal entree for the intimate supper and the informal 
luncheon, and in a sweet variation, a superb dessert for the formal 
dinner. It is all things to all cooks who have made it a part, perfect 
and permanent, of their.cooking vocabulary. First, and most 
desirable from the entree point of view, is the cream-sauce type. 
With a base of fish, meat, vegetables, or cheese, and served with 
a salad and crisp bread, it is the perfect solution to menu doldrums. 
The sweet versions, which can be made’ with pastry cream as well 
as cream sauce, are dinner desserts as long as one remembers that 
all souffiés demand the oven to themselves, there to brood and 
puff undisturbed. A third kind owes its existence to the old Emperor 
Franz Joseph of Austria who, not content with perfection, liked 
his souffié broken up and fried for a few minutes in butter. It is called 
Kaiser Schmarrn (difficult to say but not to eat) and with true 
Viennese elegance, it can be embellished with brandy-soaked raisins 
and dusted with sugar permeated with the fragrance of the vanilla 
bean. Now, to get down to business: as a mastery of language involves 
words and how to use them, so creative cooking demands a precise 
knowledge of ingredients and techniques. Take your courage and 
saucepan in hand, and melt three tablespoons of butter over direct, 
low heat; blend in two tablespoons of flour and cook slowly for three 
to five minutes, stirring constantly. Do not let it brown. Add milk or 
any called-for liquid slowly, still stirring constantly, and after it 





something that will take it out of the common variety of soufflé. 
Separate the eggs, add the well-beaten yolks to the cream-sauce mixture 
and cook again over low heat, stirring constantly, for about two 
minutes. Do not let the mixture boil. At this point, you can put the 
whole thing aside to await the evening or, once the mixture is cool, go 
right ahead and fold in the stiffly beaten egg whites. Flavoring, liqueur, 
and puréed fruit are added to the cooled mixture before the stiff whites. 
The eggs are folded in just before the soufflé goes into the oven. A 
pinch of salt added, they should be beaten very stiffly and then left 
to stand for ten to twenty minutes. Do something else for awhile, 
then return to your whites and, once again, beat the daylights out 
of them. By now they will be so aerated that they couldn’t collapse if 
they tried. Fold about two-thirds of the beaten whites into the cooled 
cream sauce, working quickly and lightly to incorporate as much air 
as possible. Then add the remaining whites, and pour the mixture 
into a round baking dish with straight sides. If it is a dessert soufflé, 
butter the dish generously and dust it with sugar. An entree soufflé 
may be baked in a greased or ungreased dish. If ungreased (and if 
your oven is temperamental) set the dish in a pan of hot water. What- 
ever your method, set the oven at 375° F., put in the soufflé, and forget 
about it for at least 45 minutes. The temperature must be constant, 
and the souffié must be unwatched. It is not compatible with Peeping 
Toms. Should your baking dish not be large enough to accommodate 
the entire mixture with allowance for the rise, tie a well-greased paper 
cuff around the dish with a string in a bowknot, so that a single tug 
will remove it. This will take care of the most phenomenal puffing-up. 
The finished top may crack or remain smooth, but it will have a pro- 
fessional look if, before baking, a spoon is run in a circle around the 
top about an inch from the edge. The dessert soufflé may be built on a 
base of pastry cream (créme pdtisserie, as 
the French have it) which is plain éclair

\, A better method than build- 

ing a wall would be to form 
a ditch about eight to ten feet 
away from the building and divert 
ing the water around the house 
Bank dirt so dirt slopes down 
away from house. This ditch can 


be sodded to make a turf gutter 


Q. When our house was built 

several years ago, the attic 
was finished off with gypsum 
board and has been left that way 
ever since. I am in the process of 


fixing up the attic and when I got 


ready to paint. [ noticed that a 


few cracks between the boards 
had widened. Will you please tell 
me the best way to fill these seams 
before | begin painting? F. P. | 


\. Most paint and hardware 

stores carry a cloth masking 
tape which is particularly made 
for covering seams between wall- 
board. If you follow the manu- 
facturer’s directions carefully, 


you can hide the cracks neatly. 





Q. We live in the country almost 

at the end of the electric 
power line for our area. Despite 
the fact that our house and barns 
are fully equipped with lightning 
rods, every time we have a storm 
all the lights in the house flicker 
and we hear a clicking at every 
switch plate. We have not been 
able to get any satisfaction from 
the local electricians or the elec 


tric company. Do you have any 
suggestions on what the trouble 


might be? Mrs. T. W. M 


A. Frankly, I've never run into 

such a situation. However, | 
wonder whether the arrangement 
of your lightning rods might be at 
the base of the problem. I would 
suggest that you write to the 
United States Government Print 
ing Office in Washington, D. C., 
and ask them to send you their 
pamphlet on Lightning Protection 
for Rural Buildings. 





Q. I would like to insulate the 

wall between my older child's 
room and the baby’s nursery in 
our home. My builder has sug 
gested removing the gypsum 
board on the wall in the baby’s 
room and installing cotton insula 
tion. Does this sound practical 
and will this type of insulation 
deaden sound transmission be 
tween the rooms? Mrs. R. | 


A, It is an excellent suggestion

Q. We have repapered the walls 

in the front rooms of our 
house several times now and each 
time, about a month after we 
finish the job, the paper starts to 
peel.

A, When you have a moisture 

problem suc h as yours, 4 
cardinal principle is to keep wa- 
ter from infiltrating into walls 
and not try to handle it after it 
gets in. There must be a leak in 
the exterior walls of the house. I 
would recommend that all window 
openings be recaulked around the 
frames and that you look care- 
fully into the condition of your 
roof and chimney flashings.
